Those who can’t remember 


A large segment of our populations, and one whose mportance 
to our nation cannot be overestimated, cannot remember the 
tremendous upheaval caused in two world wars, Remembrance 
Day for them brings back no memories of suffering, losses, 
fears, excitement, victories or the enormous changes made 
in everyday life by war, They can’t remember because they 
were not yet born, 


When we take our young boys and girls to the special services 
on November llth do we take the time and patience to find out 
just what their reactions are to the ceremonies and worship 
services planned by older generations and, reasonably, largely 
for older people? 


For older people, many of whom have experienced two world 
wars, it is impossible to separate the traditional November llth 
services from a host of vivid memortes, Take away the memories 
and try to see the day as a young person In his teens sees it, 


When we observe the attitudes of young students in groups 
protesting their leaders policies in the Vietnam war, loudly 
demanding free tuition for University, smoking privileges in 
high schools, defending their so-called right to pursue pre- 
marital sexual experience without interference, then we wonder 
if the older generation is truly living up to its responsibility, 


The last world war was fought by people who desperately 
wanted to live in peace - it came so soon after the first world 
war, So much did they want peace that they came near to letting 
maniacal tyrant and his gigantic military machine take away 
their freedom, It took long years for the Western peoples to 
realize that thelr freedom was worth even more than peace, 
From the long and horror-filled struggle that followed there 
are many lessons for our young people to learn, 


It is the business of parents, educators and civic leaders 
to make certain our young people know precisely what being 
free means, By every graphic means at our disposal we should 
show this generation what happened to freedom in Europe under 
Hitler, They should see films of what happened in the Concentration 
Camps to the Jewish people and other SO CALLED ‘Inferior 
People’’ - of how the Hitler youth were taken from their home 
environment and trained for a dictator’s purpose - or what 
happened to adults who dared to protest, the so-called ‘‘poll- 
tical prisoners"’ 

They should also know what position was taken by the leading 
men in thefr own country when Canada joined the struggle, They 
Should see too what life on limited food, gasoline, heat and 
electicity rations was like for everyday people involved in the 
struggle, We must make certain that they willnever take freedom 
for granted, or they will surely lose it, 


It Is good that people make protests - that they are 
crusaders for many social causes - so they should, But young 
people are emotional - a wrong idea, sentimentally put, can 
lead them off on wrong tangents, The older folk who struggled 
and suffered through two world wars should be able to guide 
them away from false sentiment toward a realistic appraisal 
of what values are {mportant and worthy of thelr energetic 
protest or action,

DISCIPLINE: 

No group of people can live together, much less work most 
effectively together, without organized control, Society itself 
would revert to the jungle tf we had not rules to live by, 

During Nis own apprenticeship the foreman has learned the 
first lesson of management: to obey, But discipline is more than 
blind obedience, The word itself comes from the same root as 
the word ‘‘disciple,’’ and a disciple is one who follows the 
teachings and the example of a respected leader, 

The foreman who ts a leader {s a better man than that, His 
patient precept, his inspiration and his example turm the trick, 
There will be times when even this foreman must decree em- 
phatically that certain work has to go through the shipping door 
at a certain time, Then he will be forceful, but always friendly, 
His people will respect his urgency without resenting it, 

PRAISE AND CRITICISM; 


Probably foremost among the techniques of handling men ts 
the building of morale through praise and encouragement, Com- 
mendation by a supertor is of great consequence, It breeds 
loyalty and {t inspires the rorker to follow through, 

So take time to recognize the interest your men show [n their 
jobs, Be positive, Qualify praise as the facts warrant, but never 
let it be faint, Look first of all for the part of the job that {s 
well done, and complement the worker; then show up the badly 
done part by contrast and explain how it can be brought up to 
the standard the worker has set in the good part, 

Give credit where it is due, To take credit for a job that one 
of your men did destroys his initfative and lowers you inthe 
eyes of his associates, The credit due to you comes from your 
building of an able staff, 

Patience is a quality which every foreman should cultivate, 
When a worker approaches your desk with a complaint, push 
aside your papers so that it is obvious you are giving him your 
full attention, 

If a complaint is obviously (to you) unjustified or a paltry 
gripe, give yourself time to cool off and become master of 
your emotions before you start talking, Is it worth getting angry 
about? This is one of the tests of your ability to be a manager 
of men, You must be capable of controlling yourself if you are 
to control a group of other people,

interchange of information and a meeting of minds among all who 
are concerned, 

Top management has a responsibility in overcoming supervisory 
isolation, Wise employers recognize the need of foremen for both 
individual recognition and group participatiou, They give their 
foremen full trust and responsibility, and consult them about

To design a hunting bullet ts 
a complex problem, 

It involves consideration of 
weight, length, shape, size and 
materials, A bullet must with- 
Stand the pressures and friction 
of being squeezed through the 


accuracy, 

However, with all their advan- 
tages, the slim jacketed bullets 
in which the lead core was com- 
pletly covered did not perform 
well on game, They often passed 
through the game, wounding it 
severely but not stopping it on the 
spot, 

Further research proved that 
by leaving the lead exposed at the 
tip of the jacketed bullet it 
would expand or mushroom on 


course than do round nosed bul- 
lets, Generally, the former are 
used for long range shooting such
